5. Overshoes and topcoats may not be 
worn in the office, but neck scarves 
and headwear may be worn in in­ 
clement weather. 
6. A stove is provided for the benefit of 
the clerical staff. Coal and wood m ust 
be kept in the locker.

$150,000 Sewer Bond Election Called 


The Hamlin City Council 
voted Tuesday evening to call a 
$150,000 bond election for the 
purpose of improving and ex­ 
tending the city’s sewer system. 
The election will be held 
Saturday, Oct. 9, in the City Hall 
Building. 
The bond election has been 
called to finance a sewage 
treatment plant to meet the 
requirem ents of the Texas 
Water Quality Control Board, 
the Texas Department of Health 
and the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Administration. 


The $150,000 issue would be 
general 
obligation 
sewer 
system bonds and would be paid 
for by the recently passed in­ 
crease in sewer fees. No in­ 
crease in taxes would be needed 
to meet the bond payments. 


All registered qualified voters 
living within the City limits of 
Hamlin on the day of election 
will be eligible to vote in the 
election. 
To 
meet 
the 
requirements of a ruling by the 
Texas Attorney General there 
will be two ballot boxes, one for 


property owners and one for 
non-property owners. 


About $100,000 of the 15 year 
bonds will be used for the 
sewage treatment plant with 
the balance of the issue 
available for other sewer im­ 
provements 
if 
needed 
or 
required by the state or federal 
government. 
The treatment plant is ex­ 
pected to cost $145,000 with the 
federal government furnishing 
approximately $80,000 of this in 
the form of a grant. To meet the 


requirements of this federal 
grant, $36,000 of the bonds 
would be offered for sale to the 
State of Texas Water Quality 
Board. No state or federal 
monies are available for the 
purchase of land for the plant 
which is expected to cost ap­ 
proximately $35,000. 


It was pointed out by mem­ 
bers of the council that the city 
did not have much choice in 
calling the election because the 
state is requiring that the new 
plant be built. If the voters turn 


down the bond issue the city 
will have to seek some other 
method of financing the project 
which would be more expensive 
than bonds.

election will get underway 
Friday, Sept. 24 and end 
Tuesday, Oct. 5. 
Yeatts and Decker, Inc., 
Consulting Engineers of Abilene 
are engineers on the project and 
the First Southwest Co. of 
Lubbock are bond consultants 
for the city.

This 
would mean forming a hospital 
district or some other taxing 
authority taking over and 
operating the local hospital. 
The three doctors, Dr. E. J. 
Hawkins, Dr. M. L. Smith and 
Dr. E. D. Perrin, have operated 
the hospital for 23 years. 
The 
prepared 
statem ent 
submitted by the doctors 
follows: 
Medicare 
Auditors 
have 
finally audited the hospital 
books. This is the first audit 
since origination of Medicare, 
except for a trial audit over the 
first two months of operation. 
This audit covers 4 years, 1967 
through 1970. It does not include 
1971. The Medicare patients in 
Hamlin Hospital vary from 50 to 
52 percent total bed occupancy. 
Each year we have repeatedly 
requested and even demanded 
the audit. We even threatened to 
contact Omar Burleson in an 
effort to get an audit so we could 
determine our financial status;

and we were repeatedly denied 
an audit of our books. 
Medicare will pay wily the 
exact cost of hospital costs 
allocated to each Medicare 
patient, even though this does 
not reflect the true costs en­ 
tailed in operating the hospital. 
Medicare informed us last week 
that it has overpaid $84,500.00 to 
Hamlin Hospital during the 4 
years audited. This does not yet 
include any figures for 1971. All 
of this money has been spent to 
operate Hamlin Hospital. To 
date there are approximately 
$20,000.00 of current bills out­ 
standing. 
We 
three 
doctors 
have 
maintained operation of Hamlin 
Hospital without outside help 
for 23 years. We assumed a 
large debt on the hospital, paid 
off this debt, and then enlarged 
the hospital twice. All of this has 
been paid off fully. Now, 
Medicare has bankrupted the 
hospital. We cannot continue to 
operate the hospital without 
taxpayer contributions. 
We three doctors have agreed 
to contribute enough of our 
personal income to maintain 
operation of Hamlin Hospital 
Management, 
Inc. 
until 
January I, 1972. If no outside 
organization will take over 
operation (rf the hospital, by 
that time, the doors will be 
closed.

The old disposal plant, constructed 
in 1921, had become deteriorated in 
1921 and in building the new one the 
mayor and city council based their 
plans and specifications on the future 
population growth of Hamlin.

The clerical staff will not disport 
themselves in raimant of bright 
colors, nor will they wear hose unless 
in good repair. 
5. Overshoes and topcoats may not be 
worn in the office, but neck scarves 
and headwear may be worn in in­ 
clement weather. 
6. A stove is provided for the benefit of 
the clerical staff. Coal and wood must 
be kept in the locker.

The Hamlin City Council 
voted Tuesday evening to call a 
$150,000 bond election for the 
purpose of improving and ex­ 
tending the city’s sewer system. 
The election will be held 
Saturday, Oct. 9, in the City Hall 
Building. 
The bond election has been 
called to finance a sewage 
treatm ent plant to meet the 
requirem ents of the Texas 
Water Quality Control Board, 
the Texas Department of Health 
and the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Administration. 


The $150,000 issue would be 
general 
obligation 
sew er 
system bonds and would be paid 
for by the recently passed in­ 
crease in sewer fees. No in­ 
crease in taxes would be needed 
to meet the bond payments. 


All registered qualified voters 
living within the City limits of 
Hamlin on the day of election 
will be eligible to vote in the 
election. 
To 
m eet 
the 
requirements of a ruling by the 
Texas Attorney General there 
will be two ballot boxes, one for 


property owners and one for 
non-property owners. 


About $100,000 of the 15 year 
bonds will be used for the 
sewage treatment plant with 
the 
balance of 
the 
issue 
available for other sewer im­ 
provem ents 
if 
needed 
or 
required by the state or federal 
government. 
The treatment plant is ex­ 
pected to cost $145,000 with the 
federal government furnishing 
approximately $80,000 of this in 
the form of a grant. To meet the 


requirements of this federal 
grant, $36,000 of the bonds 
would be offered for sale to the 
State of Texas Water Quality 
Board. 
No state or federal 
monies are available for the 
purchase of land for the plant 
which is expected to cost ap­ 
proximately $35,000. 


It was pointed out by m em­ 
bers of the council that the city 
did not have much choice in 
calling the election because the 
state is requiring that the new 
plant be built. If the voters turn 


down the bond issue the city 
will have to seek some other 
method of financing the project 
which would be more expensive 
than bonds.

Hamlin’s new and modern city 
disposal plant, costing $38,800 will be 
completed and ready for operation 
within two weeks, Mayor B. M.

The plant which is located south of 
the city has a disposal capacity for a 
population of 7,500 persons. When 
started on July 5 the official census 
rating of Hamlin was 3,564. 
Funds for the construction of the 
plant came from a bond issue voted in 
1948. High bid for the building of the 
plant was $56,000 and the low bid, 
$38,800, resulted in the contract being 
awarded to the J. C. Oliver Con­ 
struction Company of Tyler. One 
hundred and twenty working days 
were allowed for fulfillment of the 
contract. 
The old disposal plant, constructed 
in 1921, had become deteriorated in 
1921 and in building the new one the 
mayor and city council based their 
plans and specifications on the future 
population growth of Hamlin.
